Have the boys forgotten that Roger 
Peckinpaugh, who has. just been vot- 
ed the most popular in the American 
league, was injured in the third 
game and had 4o retire; that he 
was out-of the 4, the 5, went into 
the sixth and had to go to the

all? - The- absence of Peck took 
from us at least 25 pex cent of our 
strength. 

Peck was the best hitter we had in 
that series. He was forced to the 


bench and we lost the big gun of 
our attack..
